Conviction would make the pub- 
lishers liable to five years’ impris- 
onment or $2,000 fine, or both.

Reelect All Incumbents; 
To Vote on Shorter Work-Week 


“Liberals” Severely Beaten in Annual Election; 


Conservative Leadership 


The 13th annual convention o 


carpenters ended a three-day session Sunday with unanimous 


selection of Joseph F. Cambiano 
reelection of all other incumbent 

Fresno was chosen as the 19 
Beach withdrew. 


Other officers returned with- 
out opposition included: C. O. 
Johnson, San Pedro, vice presi- 


dent; David H. Ryan, San 
Francisco, secretary-treasurer; and 
the following district members of 
the state executive board: Districts 
Nos. 1 to 5, respectively; J. N. 
Skelton, Los Angeles; C. W. Clark, 
Fresno; W P. Kelly, San Francisco; 
Walter L. Rickett, ‘Sacramento;

The constitution of the state 
council provides that if officers 
are opposed for nomination at the 
convention a_ state-wide referen- 
dum must be conducted. Unani- 
mous selection eliminated the ne- 
cessity for the state-wide referen- 
dum by mail, and all were declared 
unanimously elected by convention 
action. 


“Liberals” Defeated 

The so-called “liberal” faction 
suffered defeat in an effort to ob- 
tain approval of a resolution pro- | 
viding for election of district mem- 
bers of the executive board through 
referendum vote of affiliates in the 
respective districts. After consid- 
erable discussion on the commit- 
tee’s report, which recommended 
non-concurrence on the resolution, 
the report of the committee was 
accepted at Saturday’s session and 
the proposal lost. Various other 
matters of interest to the craft 
were acted upon. 

Sessions opened Friday morning 
in the San Jose civic auditorium, 
with George Smoot, president of 
the Santa Clara Valley district 
council of carpenters, presiding. 

Chairman Smoot presented Pres- 
ident Cambiano with a gavel. Wal- 
ter Mathewson, a former San 
Josean and now federal labor con- 
ciliator; H. C. Carrasco, California 
state labor commissioner, and A. | 
W. Muir, San Francisco, general | 
executive board member of the 
brotherhood for the western dis- 
trict, and various delegates spoke. 
Morning, afternoon, and evening 
sessions were held. 

Favor 7-Hour Day 

One resolution endorsing the T- 
hour day, 5-day week, and asking 
all locals to report this program in 
effect by next year, was adopted as 
endorsing the principle of the 
shorter work week, and another 
providing for a referendum on the 
question of the 6-hour day, and 
both were referred to the council 
officers for further action. 


Two amendments favoring 
changes in the unemployment re- 
serves act were concurred in. One 
urged application of the act to em- 
ployers hiring one or more, instead 
of four or more employes. The 
other urged entitling the worker to 
use first two weeks waiting period 
while on strike as regular two 
weeks waiting period. 

Anotner resolution urged ap- 
proval of U. S. Senate Bill No. 591 
and extention of activities of the 
U. S. housing administration. Sup- 
port of the apprenticeship program 
was endorsed, and various other 
matters of general and internal in- 
terest in the craft acted upon.

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Facing the Facts 


We heard Frank Morrison, secretary emeritus of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, disclose at a recent testimonal dinner the secret of his 
long and honorable life. 

“I have made it a rule during my life,” Mr. Morrison said, “never to go 
to sleep while harboring thoughts of malice against anyone.” 

If that is the secret of long life, perhaps its converse is equally true— 
that is, people who constantly harbor and cherish thoughts of malice 
are doomed to die young. And if that is so, pity poor Westbrook Pegler. 

Malice is Pegler’s racket. It is his bread and butter, his meat and 
drink. He lives on it and off it. 

During his career as a sports writer and columnist, Pegler developed 
an unusual and individual technique. He didn’t know enough about what 
he was writing to make his articles interesting, so he hit upon the novel 
method of saying the meanest things he could about everyone. He delib- 
erately picked on people and organizations generally enjoying popular 
favor and considered above reproach. He reasoned that if he couldn’t 
get his readers interested any other way he could at least get them 
angry. In this way he picked up quite a following. 

HOODLUM LANGUAGE AND HOODLUM PHILOSOPHY 

Pegler uses a gangster idiom which he assimilated back through the 
years of his association with persons in various fields of sports and 
crime. He has used this gangster language in sweeping denunciation of 
the president of the United States and members of his family. He has 
used the same technique in his more recent diatribes against the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

Back through the years, Pegler has been against so many things that 
it is more than a little difficult to find out what he is for. It is a cinch, 
however, that he is not for organized labor. Not only back through the 
years but to this day Pegler has maintained a bitter, reactionary atti- 
tude toward organized labor. He has never had a friendly word to say 
about it. Thus we find him referring to union dues as an “income tax” 
on the workers. We find him tearing several passions to tatters about 
union policies for the protection of workers. We find him inveighing 
against progressive legislation. We find him ranting about injustices to 
employers. In fact, the only thing we have ever been able to find Pegler 
“for” is reaction. The only cause he has ever defended is the cause of 
big business. 

Frequently Pegler has been accused of being a fascist. We hesitate to 
pass any judgment on that. But it is only too true that he has borrowed 
several leaves out of Adolph Hitler’s book. 

Just as Hitler has denounced democracy as a tool with which rack- 
eteering politicians fool the public, so has Pegler, in pursuing hi$S own 
“Kampf,” denounced the American Federation of Labor as an organi- 
zation of racketeers to fool the workers. 

There is just as much truth in Pegler’s statements as there is in 
Hitler's. 

MORE ABOUT PEGLER 

What a man does in his spare time is his own affair. We would be the 
last person in the world to put the finger on a man because of the way 
he conducts his personal life or because of his personal preferences in 
recreation. But we recently heard a story about Pegler that is so rich, so 
characteristic and so appropos that we cannot resist the temptation to 
pass it on. Here it is: 

Some time ago, it seems, Pegler went on a yachting trip with some 
friends and colleagues. It was not his own yacht but Pegler proceeded 
to make himself so much at home that in a short time he became ill, 
despite the fact that the ship was riding at anchor on a smooth sea. 

But the attack of illness passed quickly and soon Pegler was feeling 
good again. Very good, in fact. He reclined on an easy chair on the 
after-deck of the yacht and entered into the spirit of the party with a 
right good will. The hour was growing late, however, and one by one 
his companions departed below decks to their cabins to get some sleep, 
leaving Pegler in solitude. 

Some time during the middle of the night one of the guests awoke, 
felt restless and decided to go on deck to get some air. It was a warm 
night and all the sea a solemn stillness held. That is, until this guest 
approached the after-deck. There the voice of Pegler assailed his ears. 
As he approached, he was able to discern Pegler’s reclining form still 
sprawled over the easy chair and he was able to hear what Pegler was 
saying. The guest stopped dead in his tracks—dead with astonishment. 
Because apparently Pegler was unaware that he was alone—and had 
been for hours—and was carrying on a spirited but imaginary conversa- 
tion with his fellow yachtsmen all soundly asleep in their berths below 
decks. 

Would it be unkind to suggest that Pegler in his ravings against the 
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the same effect as that memorable night aboard the yacht?

Painters’ unions affiliated with| 
the American Federation of Labor| 
in the Cleveland, Ohio, area are 
actively engaged in improving the 
economic conditions of their mem- 
bers. 

A guaranteed annual wage of at) 
least $1,680 for a guaranteed 42 | 
weeks’ work for union painters em- 
ployed on maintenance work in of- 
fice and industrial buildings is 
sought by Painters’ District Coun- 
cil No. 6. Officials of the council 
said the 42-week work guarantee is 
demanded so that men unemployed 
for 10 weeks of the year can obtain 
unemployment compensation for 
that period and thus keep their in- 
come up to a minimum standard. 
For 52 weeks’ work the guaranteed ; 
annual wage would be $2,080. 

The district council is jubilant 
over its success in defeating a pro- 
posed $225,000 works project ad- 
ministration project to paint 22 
public schools with WPA labor. 
The council contended that the 
scheme would undermine their 
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wage scales by permitting reliefers 
to work for the WPA rate of ap- 
proximately 65 cents per hour. 
Painting contractors also opposed 
the WPA proposal. After a thor- 
ough hearing the school board 
killed the WPA project. 


Business Captains 
Serve Without Pay 


Canada has drafted at least 33 
executives to posts in government 
wartime organizations who are 
serving without salary, it was an- 
nounced this week. These execu- 
tives have drawn, in living allow- 
ances and expenses, during the five 
months of the war about $11,000.

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of L. affiliate, charged the CIO 
barbers’ union with infringing upon 
the A. F. of L. affiliate’s shop card 
and offered in evidence the CIO

He 
ruled the CIO was guilty of in- 
fringement and ordered them to 
change the makeup and coloring 
of their shop cards and to print 
the letters “CIO” prominently 
thereon so there would be no 
chance being deceived as to the or- 
ganization with which the shop 
was affiliated.

The federal government has em- 
barked on a building program, the 
purpose of which, it is believed, is 
to fortify the western coast. It is 
definite 
ly known that 
there will be 
at least two 
naval air 
bases estab- 
lished in Alas- 
ka, and from 
a reliable 
source, that 
they will be larger than the ones 
erected on the Alameda naval air 
base site. This work is under the 
supervision of the federal govern- 
ment, there being no contracts 
awarded, that is at least up to the 
present time. 

Applications for employment for 
all building and construction trades 
crafts are being accepted at the 
office of the quartermaster at Fort 
Mason, San Francisco. The only 
definite information to be had at 
the present time regarding the 
Alaska project is that the wages 
have been set at $1.50 per hour for 
an eight hour day. Efforts are be- 
ing made to establish conditions 
that would be attractive to local 
men, namely, in the payment of 
transportation to and from the 
place of employment, and if pos- 
sible for their board and lodging. 
Contracts are being awarded for 
work in the Hawaiian and Pacific 
islands. 

General Organizer Wm. C. 
O'Neill has entered into an agree- 
ment with the Hawaiian Raymond 
Turner company governing a con- 
tract that this company has in the 
Hawaiian islands. The agreement 
in addition to guaranteeing a $200 
per month wage, provides for 
transportation to the place of em- 
ployment, board and room, provi- 
sions of the social security law, 
and workmen’s compensation, in 
the event disability or injury occur 
during working hours or not, with 
pay and medical care during the 
period of disability should same oc- 
cur. Negotiations are under way 
to establish a similar condition on 
all the federal work. The initial 
step has been taken towards bring- 
ing about these conditions, and es- 
tablishing conditions similar to the 
ones Brother O’Neill has nego- 
tiated. 

They will cover members of the 
united association, namely, plumb- 
ers, steam fitters, pipefitters, re- 
frigeration fitters, and pipefitter 
welders. 

Investigation relative to an arti- 
cle appearing in one of the local 
evening papers to the effect that 
an employment service plan was 
under way, whereby Oakland em- 
ployers would be furnished appren- 
tice labor of high school gradu- 
ates. However, the investigation 
proves that this will in no way in- 
terfere with our apprenticeship 
training plan, in fact we might go 
further and say that the thought 
was inspired by the bright idea of 
some person, who, to use the slang 
phrase of the street “wanted to 
start something.” | 

The secretary is in receipt of a 
hand book which contains full in- 
formation on the social security 
amendments, state unemployment 
insurance laws, and the wages and 
hour law, which can be obtained 
at a minimum cost. If a sufficient 
number of members are interested 
the secretary will be pleased to ob- 
tain them to be disposed of at the 
purchase price.

UNION DAIRY PLAN FOR 
SAN DIEGO COMPLETED 


Officials of the western dairy 
council are completing details for 
the purchase of a building in San 
Diego to house the city’s first 
union-manned dairy delivery, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
at the headquarters of the Team- 
sters’ Local No. 542, A. F. of L. 
affiliate. 

According to the plan the neces- 
sary funds are furnished by the 
western dairy council with the 
plant operated by members of Milk 
Drivers and Dairy Employes’ Lo- 
cal No. 683. 


Larry Smith, western dairy coun- 
cil organizer, said the move to op- 
erate a union dairy delivery, with 
members of the union operating 
the establishment, was undertaken 
with the backing of the Pacific 
coast teamsters’ organization be- 
cause anti-union activity in the 
dairy industry here had prevented 
unionization of milk drivers and 
dairy employes. 

The increases in wages, and 
shortened hours so badly needed 
by thesé workers have been fore- 
stalled by anti-union interests, he 
said, and outright ownership of a 
dairy by union members seems to 
be the only way to furnish union 
processed and delivered milk to 
San Diegans who wish it.

Reactionary Employers Fight Decent 


Wages and Hours 


The continuing campaign of certain groups of employers to 
weaken and even repeal the fair labor standards act of 1938 is 
strong evidence of a determination to impose indecently low 
living standards and indecently long hours on millions of work- 


ers now protected by the law. 


From the point of view of economic justice reasoning citi- 
zens are wholly unable to understand the attitude of these sub- 


versive business men. 


The provisions of the fair labor standards act are clearly not 


unreasonable, 


In the field of wages employers are prohibited from paying 
less than 30 cents an hour to working men and women in the 
industries covered by the law. In the field of hours employers 
are prohibited from employing workers longer than 42 hours 
per week. This means $12.60 in wages for a 42-hour week. 
Surely this small remuneration does not enable the workers any- 
where to purchase an unreasonably high living standard for 
themselves and their families. And yet, a considerable group of 
employers are vigorously fighting these wages and hours and 
seek the statutory right to pay their employes less than 30 cents 
an hour and work them longer than 42 hours per week. 

The American Federation of Labor is determined that the 
protection given low income workers by the fair labor standards 
act shall not be diminished, that all attempts to weaken or de- 
stroy the act shall be fought on every front and that chiseling 
employers who violate the act shall be dealt with vigorously in 
strict compliance with the penalties prescribed by the statute.

It is the practice of certain un- 
scrupulous merchants to tell union 
buyers that certain non-union 
stoves are union made but the man- 
ufacturers do not always put on 
the label. They will even guaran- 
tee to furnish you a non-union 
stove with a label. 

If the merchant is dishonest 
enough, he will probably soak the 
label off of a union stove and 
transfer it to the non-union one. 
This is a punishable offense but 
even that will not deter some peo- 
ple if there is a chance to make a 
sale. 


So be careful—buy only union 
labeled goods. 


WAGES SHOWS DROP 
FOR JANUARY 


California’s failure-to-pay-wages 
complaints totaled 1781 last month 
—a decrease of 151 from the figure 
of 1932 for January, 1939, a report 
by H. C. Carrasco, state labor com- 
missioner, disclosed today. 


Carrasco said that a total of $35,- 
045 was collected in unpaid wages 
for workers last month. 

Complaints of violations of other 
labor laws totaled 336 as compared 
to 183 for January, 1939, he said.
